PALMER CHARGES 


Washington, D. C., June 1.—Attor- 
ney General Palmer, replying today be-

AND JUDGES’ 
EXEMPT 


Supreme Bench Orders 
War Levy Returned. 


Washington, D. C.,. June 1.—Provil- 
gions of the war revenue act requiring 
the president and federal judges to pay 
an income tax on their salaries were 

declared unconstitutional today by the 
Supreme court in a 7 to 2 decision. . 

Under the act the president paid on 
his salary of $75,000 a year approxi- 
mately $16,000 in taxes. Revenues al- 


ready collected under the invalid pro- 
yisions will under the court’s decision 
be refunded by the treasury. 

The Supreme court’s decision was on 
appeals by Federal! District Judge Wal- 
ter Evans of Louisville, Ky., from} 
lower court decrees dismissing a suit 


brought by him to recover taxes invol- 


untarily paid. He contended that the 
: ederal constitution prohibited 
* judges’ salaries being diminished dur- 
ing continuance in office.” 
Private Income Taxable. 


Justice Van Devanter, who rendered 
the majority opinion, held that the sec- 
tion of the revenue act violated consti- 
tutional provisions prohibiting the 
diminution of- such salaries. Such a 
tax, he argued, could be gradual!y in- 
creased until the entire salarv was tak- 
en. The majority opinton held, how- 
ever, that a federal judge was not ex- 
empt from tax on his private income or 
on his property. 

The clause of the constitution for- 
bidding diminution of the federal 
judges’ salaries is in article 3. Article 
® of the constitution says “the presi- 
@entshall .. . receive ... com- 
pensation’ which shall neither be tn- 
creased nor diminished during the 
period for which he shall have been 
elected.” 

The Supreme court today also re- 
fused to imerfere with decisions of

months ago. They are still behind 
the prewar gait. 


High Wages Attract Outsiders. 


The transportation breakdown has 
much t@ do with the breaking of the 
building labor shortage. In Detroit and 
other automobile centers thousands of 
men aré out of work for lack of mate- 
rials; in Cleveland 17,000 are idle; in 
the Pittsburgh district considerable un- 
employment is reported... The result 
has been to send a stream of labor into 
Chicago-—the $1 an hour for building 
laborers looks as good to the man get- 
ting 65 cents in Detroit and 60 cents in 
Omaha and Minneapolis as it does to 
the manin Chicagg. So they have been

He will succeed Dr. Hd- 
mund J. James, who resigned on 
March 9 after serving for fourteen 
years. 

It has been generally agreed among 
the trustees for some weeks that Dr. 
Kinley was to be named. Heads of a 
umber of other universities were dis- 
cussed, but all the trustees’ sessions 
énded with the name of Dr. Kinley as 
the logical candidate. , 

Dr. Kinley has been acting as presi- 
dent since last July, when Dr. James 
took a leave of absence because of ill- 
ness. The formal inauguration of Dr.

Kinley will probably take place in 


September, when Dr. James will be 
made president emeritus. The board 
is also expected to pass on what re- 
tiring allowance will be made the lat- 


ter. 
Born in Scotland. 

Dr, Kinley w-s born in Scotland in 
1861 and came to the United States 
eleven years later with his parents. 
They settled in Andover, Mass., where 
Dr. Kinley went to Yale university. 
He was graduated in 1884 and was 
made principal of the North Andover, 
Mass.. High school, where he re- 
mained until 1890. ee 

In 1891 and 1892 he was a teacher 
of history in the Johns Hopkins uni- 
versity and instructor in economics and 
logic in the Baltimore Woman's col- 
lege. He taught economics in the 
University of Wisconsin in 1893, after 

which he joined the faculty of the 

University of Illinois as an assistant 
professor in economics. He was made 
a full professor a year later and also 
dean of the College of Literature and 
Art. 


Still retaining the chair of economics, 
he organized courses in business train- 
ing in 1902 and it was principally 
through his efforts that the College of 
Commerce came into being. It was his 
idea and his energy and administrative 
‘ability ‘principally which shaped the 


Authority on Finance. 

Dr. Kinley is an authority on finance 
and is the author of several books on 
the subject. | 

In 1910 Dr. Kinley was appointed 
one of the Yelegates to the Fourth 
International Conference of American |. 
States at Buenos Aires, and after that 
was for a brief time, United States 


He is a member of the committee 
on research in economics and history 
of the Carnegie Endowment for In- 
ternational Peace. He is also an 


University of Santiago, Chile, and of 
econemic societies in various parts of 
the world. ~

Go into 
the garden and cultivat® it as soon 
as the soil can be worked after each 
rain. Wet soil that will not crumble 
readily, and if stirred when tuere is 
too much moisture, will form piods 
and should not be disturbed. . 

Weeds aré more easily destroyed it 
their roots are exposed to the sun 
when theygre small, and the most ef- 
fective work can be-done by thor- 
oughly stirring the ground on a warm 
sunshiny day. When the. cultivation 


is done on a bright sunny cay the 
weeds and grass which are uprooted | 
will be killed in a few hours. | 

Most gardeners are able to keep the i
